F. R. DilfonderfTer reported on the Black

Barren falr, which he sald was a suo-
osss—thare being a large attsndance, and a
fine display of fruits, lowers and domestio
worke,
« Mr., Hillor sald the corn orop was not
quite as good as was expooled ; the lobacoo
orop is all out off, and is caring finely ;
appleaare bettsr and more plentiful than
for years previous ; pears and other fruita
good ; pasture Jooks well ; seeding a little
backwarda.

H. M. Eongleendorsed Mr, Hiller's report
and had nothing to aad.

Mr, Brosius reported the onrn aud frnit
crops & good average ; oorn not all cut off ;
seeding going on wmotively ; pastures good,

A communioation from lsrsel L. Landis
was read, in whioh he suggests that the
lower ralls of fencea along turnplkes, and
other roads, be removed In winter timeand
thelr places supplled with wire, which
would prevent the drifiing of snow and the
blocking of roada

A communioation from Prof. Helges, of
York, was read, offering to lecture before
the soclety at ita November or December
meetings,

On motion of Wm. H. Broalua it was re-
solved to bave a farmer's institute in this
eity aboul the first or second wesk in De-
camber, the time to be fixed by StateSecre-
tary Edge

Eph. B, Hoover suggested a disoussion on
the proper method of applying phospbate
on oorn, potatoes and other cropa,

Mr., Hiller answered that for corn he
applied it broadcast ; for whest he drilled it
in with (he grain, and for polatosa he
applied it direcily In the furrow. Heplanta
the seed and covers it two inches with soll ;
then puls on from 600 to 2,000 ponnds per
aore, and then oovers the phosphate with
soll, with an ordinary plow.

Mr, Hiller's method was approved by G.
Frauk Landls and Henry M. Engle

Mr, Eogle exhibited some peaches of fine
size, called the “Albright” ; it s not unlike
the “Nixon,” and as it comen late it Is guite
an acquisition.

The voyage was a fearfully rough one,

and in rounding Uape Horn Iriol became
ill. For weoks bhe we* toosick to work and
ut timens It was feared he would bsootns In-
sane. More dead than alive he arrived in
Liverpool, where ha left the ahip ang pro.
oceeded to I.ondon determined to placs him-
uslf in the custody of the Unlled Siates
consul and be sent back to Birmlogham to
atone for his crime.
He arrived in London In the early part of
Beptember, and went direot to he office of
Consul General Waller. To him he made
& full confession, and to be sent back
o America. The consul placed the matter
in tho hands of Martin Waller, vice-consul,
who sscured him a Lerth as a comuon
sailor on the Egypuan Monarch,

On the d?‘, the Kgyptlan Monarch left
London for New York, a cable was recelved
by Consul Genersl Waller saking him to
arrest Irion on his arrival in London, and
hold him a prisoner tll the arrival of an
officer from Alabema Ansnswering cable
informed the authoritiea in Birmingbam
that Irfon was on his way to New York.

SIX YOUNG MEN CONVICTED.

A VEADIOT OF GUILTY AGAINST THE
ROBOERS OF BAKER'S STORE,

The Jury Reach That Conclusion Afer a De-
Hverstlon of Hall an Heour, but Recom-
mend the YoulhBal Oendeors o the
Movey of 1he Doart=0ther Verdiets,

Monday Afternoon.—U pon the reassém -
bling of court at 2:30 o'clock, the jury in the
suits ageinet 1ds Heller rendered a verdiol
of gulity ss lo malicious mischisf and not
guilty as to assavit and battery, with ocosis
equally divided between the prossoutrix
and defendant. Santence deferred.

The first cases attached st the aflernoon
seaslon wero those sguinet Charies W, Hit-
ner, Harry M. Hobman, D, P. Loober, Wm.
Ohandler, Mifllla Welizsl asnd Kdward
Elobhmap. These are the boys charged with
the felonious entry and larceny of goods
from the store of John Baker, located st No
110 North Queen street. In all thirteen
oasos had beon relurned sgalost the defend
anta, but the district attorney drew onlytwo
indjotments, one for the felonionsentry and
the other for larceny. The acoused were
represented by sevem ailtorneys and they
moved for separate trials, but the conrt de-
olined the motlon.

The testimony of the commonweaith's
witnesses was (hat the store waa feloniously
entered between 1 and 3 o'olook on the
moming of Juna lst An eniranos was
eflected by breaking the glass in the end of
the bulk window, and unfastenlog the large
window pane which was on hinges, Harry
Romly, who bad charge of Kwsper's fruili
stand, saw young Ritner break the window
and enter the storaa When he enlered
the store Liocher was alanding on the pave-
ment at the curb, In front of Baker's.
Biiner remained in the store but a few
minutes, when he oame out on the sireel
and be and Looher walked up the street
They crossed to the other aide, walked to
the corner of Orange and Norlth (Queen,
where the remaining defendants were
standing. Bitner remsined there a fow
moments, walked soross to Baker's store
and remained inside for some time. Hohman
also went acrosa to the slore to where
Blinar was, bvi he claimed that he went to
get Bitner out. Among the artloles stolen
were soveral packs of cigarettes, plugs of
tobacoo, balf A bunch of bananass, some
spples and 75 cents i money. Officer
Fiannard was notified of the robbery soon
after 1t ocourred snd was told that Bitner
bad committed it. He followed Bitner on
North Queen street, and when Bitner saw
him coming he run, but was caught after a
chase ofasquare. Bome of thearticles stolen
were found where Biiner had thrown them,
noar (uttflelsh’s barber shop, and others in
a wagon in the Fravklin house siables
When Bitner was arrested he sald there
were olhers In (he scrape, named all the
defendants, and the next dsy Hobhman
saked Mr. Baker's son whether he conld
not try to get his father to settle the sorape,
Liocher was with Hohman at this time, and
he admitted having been In the sorape.
When the others weresrrested they namesd
all of the sbove named defendants as being
in the sorapa. Al the aiation house on the
morniog sfter the robbery Bitner sald he
was tha only one in the atore, bot that he
handed goods out to the other boysand
named Looher, Hohman and Kilochman as
the Loys w whom he handed the goods
stolen from the store, but he exonerated
young Ohandler in the presence of his
father and said he was not in the scraps.
QOoe witness called by the commonwealth
tesiifisd that young Hilner was very drunk
when he broke lnto the store, but the com-
monwealth abowed that he was able Lo run
very fast ahortly after the robbery when he
HBaw an officer after him, It was Alsoabhown
that the six defendan's were soen together
shorily befare the robbery on North (Jneen
street, going in the direction of Baker's
store,

For the defense Elchman, Chandler,
Wollzel and Hobman, went on the wii-
ness stand and testified that they had no
knowledge of the robbery or that Bitner
intended to commit the ¢ffense, and that
they did not receive any of the good stolen,
Looher's story was thast on the rosd home
he was assisting Bltuer,who waa very drank,
and when in froat of Baker’s slore, Bltuner
stopped and brokethe glsss, Witness then
ran away snd Bitnor followed bhim to the
rallroad. He was not again at Baker's
store and did not receive any of the goods
slolen,

Bitner'a statement was that he was very
much under the jufluence of liquor on the
night of the robbery. He claimed that
somebod y else opened the window and be
wentin, but who it was that opensd the
window hedid not know ; butlt was one
of the parties on trial, becanse he waw Dot
with any otbher persons that night. He had
no recollection of taking any articlés bim-
self froms Baker's store:; rememmbsred
throwiog some of them away at Gutf.
flslah's sbop, and had a distioot recollection
of handing some cigarrettes through the
window to three ol his companione. Well-
zol and Kichman were not outside Lhe
store when he handed the goods, they hay-
ing gone home.
